SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled magazine pages are classified as: 

Objectionable except it the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication consists of four printed pages in A4 size, removed from a magazine. 
The magazine pages contain three photographs of nude young women, one of which 
is a full-colour centrefold. The other two photographs each take up a full page on the 
reverse side of the centrefold and are reproduced in black and white. Although a 
natural style and setting are used, two of the portraits are clearly posed for the 
camera. While one of the photographs suggests that the pages were originally part of 
a magazine devoted to the nudist philosophy and lifestyle, the depictions of nudity in 
question are presented without text or context and are likely to be viewed as sexually 
titillating. The connotations of the centrefold 'pin-up' serve to emphasise the sexual 
tone of the material. In the light of these considerations, the Classification Office is of 
the opinion that the availability of the magazine pages to children and young persons 
is likely to be injurious to the public good. 

The right to freedom of expression contained in si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990 has been considered. The classification given is regarded as a reasonable 
limit on the availability of the magazine pages, given the likelihood of injury arising 
from the availability of the publication to young readers or viewers, especially children. 
The restriction imposed is designed to prevent this injury. 
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
